The  lofs  cf  the 
enemy  was  between  three  and  four 
thouland  men,  cf  whom  more  than 
two  thoufand  five  hundred  were 
made  prifonefsj  a  colonel,  eight 
or  tcj  flipericr  cfficeis,  and  feveral 
colouis  were  takm. 

"  When  I  fliall  have  received  all 
the  reports,  and  mall  be  le  Is  en- 
gaged, I  will  fend  you  a  detail  ac- 
count, which  m?y  make  known  to 
you  thoTe  to  whom  their  country 
owes  a  particular  acknowledge- 
ment.
